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REMARKS 

Claims 1-17 and 22-46 are canceled without prejudice. Claims 47-52 are 
added. Claims 18-21 are amended. Claims 18-21 and 47-52 are pending in the 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the present Office Action, the Office objected to claims 18-21 as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but otherwise indicated that the claims, if 
rewritten in independent form, would be allowable. Applicant thanks the Office 
for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

As indicated by the above amendments, claims 18-21 have been rewritten 
in independent form to include all of the subject matter of claim 17. As such, 
these claims are now in allowable form. In addition, claims 47-52 have been 
added and depend from allowable claims. These claims should be summarily 
allowed. 

As the present application contains only claims directed to allowable 
subject matter, Applicant respectfully solicits allowance of the application and 
furtherance onto issuance. 

It is to be appreciated that Applicant has amended the claims to place them 
in condition for allowance so that the public may benefit from issuance of a patent 
containing these claims. Applicant's amendment is in no way to be construed as 
an admission of the propriety of the Office's rejections of the canceled claims. As 
such, Applicant reserves its right to further prosecute the canceled claims in a 
continuation application. 
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Drawing Objection 

The Office objects to Applicant's Figures 1, 8, 9, and 12-15 due to 
improper margins. Further, the Office requests that Applicant renumber Figure 16 
as Figures 16A, 16B, and 16C. Applicant submits herewith corrected drawings and 
respectfully requests that the drawing objections be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

All of the claims are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests a Notice of Allowability be issued forthwith. If the next 
anticipated action is to be anything other than issuance of a Notice of Allowability, 
Applicant respectfully requests a telephone call, at the number listed above, for the 
purpose of scheduling an interview.
